Engineers Seek 2 
Seats On Council 

SEC Refers Motion To Committee 
Of 5; Hastings Urges Swift Action

The SEC passed a motion tabling the question of increasing the 
Engineers' SEC representation at their meeting last night. The 
measure was presented by Mike Novae, SEC representative from 
Engineering, and called on the SEC to convene a general meeting of 
the Students' Society and recommend to this meeting that constitu- 
tional changes be approved providing for an increase in the Engi- 
neering SEC representative from one to two delegates. 

The motion was tabled due to the fact that the Council felt that 
it did not have sufficient background data at their command to be 
able to competently consider the problem. Therefore, a motion was 
passed calling for Council to appoint a committee of five members, 
consisting of Messrs. Lloyd Sankey, David Frccdman, Michael Novae, 
Bill Wilson, and Miss Lorraine Drender to look into the historical 
reasons for which the Faculty of Arts and Science has two repre- 
sentatives on the SEC. This Committee was instructed to report back 
to Council at its next meeting, when it was pointed out by the 
Secretary-Treasurer that due to the short tenure of its office, Council 
Representatives must realize the necessity for taking a definite stand 
on such important matters before their time in office runs out. 
The following is the text of the motion tabled by the SEC : 

WHEREAS the student! el tho Faculty oi Engineering havo on* representative to 
the SEC. and. 

WHEREAS tho Faculty ol Aili and Science, having an approximately equal number 
ol itudenU ha* two representative* to tho SEC. and, 

WHEREAS the student* ei tho Faculty oi Engineering are branched into S year*. 
7 professional divisions, and several sections, scattered in 4 dlileront buildings, and, 
WHEREAS tho present system oi ono representative has iailed to provide the 
Engineering students with adequate representation on the SEC, neither ol their 
number nor ol their separate branches, Ihereloro, - 

BE IT RESOLVED that the SEC call a Students' Society meeting and recommend 
the lollowing constitutional amendment* i 
Article VI, I, (h) 2 — be deleted. 
Article VI, I, (g) be changed to read I 

Two representatives Irom the undergraduate itudent* in the Faculty el Art* and 
Science and two irom the undergraduate students in the Faculty ol Engineering, 

Drama Festival Out 

In a straw vote taken, the Council expressed itself almost 
unanimously against the outlay of the money necessary to send the 
Players Club's "Master Builder" as an entry into the Dominion 
Drama Festival at the Regional level. Council made it clear, however, 
that this decision was based on various extenuating factors and not 
on any inedequacy which they felt in the quality of the play. 

Scarlet Key Membership 

A suggestion to change the character of Scarlet Key membership, 
by replacing elected members by appointed ones was discussed and 
referred to Committee. A motion was passed by the Council request- 
ing the present and newly elected Scarlet Key Executives to consider 
the question of appointments of Key members, and report to Council 
at its next meeting. 

Bursaries Increased 

The Council approved an increase in the value of the three 
Students' Society bursaries from $100 to $150. The SEC approved 
this motion on the advice of Mr. Colin MacDougall for the Scholar- 
ships Committee, which suggested that this would be a wiser step 
than to increase the number of $100 bursaries to four.

The famed American poet, Ro- 
bert Frost, will appear, at McGill 
on Monday night in a reading and 
discussion of . some of his own 
work. Mr. Frost's appearance, 
held under the auspices - of 
SCOPE, will take place in Moyse 
Hall at 8:30 pm. It is open to all 
students, free of charge. > 

The poet, now 83 years old, is 
known throughout the English- 
speaking world for such works as 
"Birches" and "The Death of the 
Hired Man". He has four times 
been winner of the Pulitzer Prize, 
the only poet to attain such a dis- 
tinction. The prize is awarded an- 
nually to the author of the book 
of poetry adjudged to be the best 
of the year. Editor and critic 
Louis Untermeyer has hailed Mr. 
Frost as "the grcatst American 
poet of his time".

Theatre At McGill: 



MSTiGONI

Antigone, by Sophocles, as present- 
ed in Moysc Hall last night, is cer- 
tainly one of the most successful 
productions of the Department of 
English in recent years. The play it- ■ 
self holds a great deal of interest 
for the modern audience, and does 
not rely solely on its merits as an 
unusual museum piece. In this par- 
ticular presentation, the Greek back- 
drop was' very effective, but masks 
were fortunately abandoned, and 
everything was done to make the 
play come alive in terms of today's 
theatre. 

Antigone poses at . least one pro- 
blem which is particularly appropria- 
te in our present situation. The he- 
roine of the drama precipitates the 
tragedy by opposing the law of the 
state, the edict which the king, Creon, 
has declared law. She does so becau- 
se of a personal sense of what is 
right and what is wrong, but she is 
judged to be an "anarchist", and is 
sentenced to death. Creon brings 
about the fall of his household by 
the familiar sin of pride; the refusal 
to give in, even though he docs not 
act by reason alone. These two the- 
mes interweave and form a moving 
and dramatic play. 

Mr. Sommcrs, who is directing his 
first play at McGill, has given us an 
extremely mature and polished pro- 
duction. The various moods and ten- 
sions are well sustained, although it 
must be admitted that the pace slack- 
ened a little towards the end of the 
tragedy. The chorus is handled re- 
markably well, and much of the beau- 
ty and everlasting wisdom of So- 
phocles' poetry is conveyed to the 
audience. 

A PASSIONATE ANTIGONE 

Valerie Jamieson, who plays the 
heroine Antigone, was quite effective 
in her role. She presented a very 
passionate and fierce Antigone, but 
unfortunately, this interpretation was 
not sustained in the last farewell 
scene, when there was a little too 
much weeping victim, and not 
enough of the proud woman. Ted 
Drown was extremely good as Creon. 
His voice, more than his movements, 
gave us a perfect rendering of the 
stubborn monarch, who cannot relent, 
and who suffers so deeply in the ruin 
that he has wrought. 

Jane Anders, a veteran of English 
Department productions, was very 
moving, and understandable as I s me- 
né, the sister of Antigone. Marvin 
Dartell must be commended, for as 
leader of the chorus, he did much 
to bring alive the most difficult part 
of the Sophoclean tragedy. The cho- 
rus was remarkably well co-ordinat- 
ed, and added immeasurably to the 
success of this production. 

Among the other characters, Paul 
Hecht as Hacmon and Neil Madden 
as a messenger were particuarly good. 
Although each of these two figures 
appears only in one scene, both Mr. 
Hecht and Mr. Madden made the 
utmost of his opportunity. 

BEARDS AND ROBES 

The costumes, done, as usual, by AI- 
thca Douglas, were exceptional. The 
beards and robes of the chorus allow- 
ed them to appear both as represent-

Democracy Is Not Easy, 

î 

But this symbol of intellect and light 
Is made by us, and not by the God 
Of the Old Testament; 

So ran the lines in a poem on Sputnik from a Russian 
magazine on the occasion of the launching of the record- 
breaking satellite. This bit of verse points out very signi- 
ficantly a basic difference in the Communist philosophy and 
that of the Western world. The negation of religion, and 
the belief in man as the sole creative force in the world 
having complete control of his destiny is a mark of the 
communists. Such a materialistic philosophy makes the 
Russians peculiarly fitted to make rapid advances in the 
technological race. There is for instance no danger that 
Russian scientists can be faced with the moral problems 
that a Western scientist like Oppenheimer was faced with. 
The only ethics to impede progress in Russia would be those 
brought through expediency; there is no need for pause to 
choose between the demands of materialism and the tenets 
of say, Christianity. 

Does this mean that a civilization based on a modern 
religious philosophy cannot help but lose out in the race 
against a purely materialistic ope ? We do not think so but 
we do think it means that the problem of Western demo- 
cracies is more difficult. They have the problem of balancing 
material needs with ethical values, the oldest problem in the 
world for countries of the liberal traditions. The fact that 
we have these problems however is our strength ; The trage- 
dy of communist countries is that they have given up on 
the difficult task of trying to find a balance and have chosen 
the comparatively simple way out. We prefer to be in the 
West where we can' struggle with the problems of freedom 
and democracy, where we can try to gain some of the world 
without necessarily losing our souls. 

The Best Of Luck 



Vacation time is almost here, and it is, we suppose, 
customary at this time to be cheerfully looking forward to 
a prolonged round of celebrations and parties and dates and 
skiing sessions Up North. However, all we can think about 
are the impending exams. 

It is true that we brought it on ourselves — if one tries, 
one may avoid having to write a single exam over the 
Christmas vacation. But that does not solve anything. If 
one wishes to take certain courses, one must write mid- 
terms. 

Mid-terms in themselves are not so bad. A student 
chooses his own courses, and therefore he is very likely to 
find the subject matter at least passably interesting. More- 
over, there is only half a year's work to be covered ; and by 
simple division it is easy to see that the course therefore 
takes only about half the time to cover as a regular sized 
course. 

The thing that hurts is the timing of these exams. Of 
course, no one actually studies for them all through the 
holidays. But there is the worry — whether there will be 
time to cover the courses adequately; whether the exams 
will be difficult ; whether they will be passed. In spite of the 
disadvantage, it is difficult to suggest another time for the 
exams. Perhaps they could be held before the start of the 
vacation, and the vacation held off until only one or two 
days before Christmas. Perhaps there is no better way than 
the present one. 

At any rate, it is too late for wishful thinking now. 
. Exam time is almost here. The only thing left for us to do is 
to wish you, and ourselves, the best of luck. There is always 
the consolation that at the end of the year we will be grate- 
ful that there is less work to cover.

IN THESE COLUMNS two weeks ago, we .discussed 
a crisis in education; a financial crisis that is begin- 
ning to seriously hinder any expansion of our universi- 
ties and colleges and which threatens to become even 
more acute as enrollment increases. This week let us 
examine even more disquieting news that all is not well 
in the field of education. 

A study was made not long ago by the research di- 
vision of the National Education Association which 
revealed dramatically that the quality of college teach- 
ing staffs is beginning to deteriorate. 1 Science, the re- 
port concluded, is bearing the brunt of this lowering 
of standards. 

There is no simple foolproof method of assessing 
teaching ability but for the purpose of their report and 
upon consultation with leading American educators the 
NEA adopted the higher degree (the Ph.D. and M.A. 
or its equivalent) as the best measuring rod available. 

An advanced degree is no indication of success in 
teaching, but it at least shows that the candidates have 
taken advanced courses in the field they have chosen 
to teach. Today more teachers than ever before enter 
upon college teaching without having done any work 
beyond their undergraduate degree. 

During the past year, only 24 per cent of all college 
teachers in the United States and Canada, serving full 
time, held the Ph.D. degree. Four years ago, 31 per- 
cent of the teachers were doctors. 

Are the universities producing fewer Ph.D*s today 
than they were ten years ago? 

The production of Ph.D's is four times greater to- 
day than it was ten years ago. The number of persons 
receiving doctorates has grown from 1,970 to 8,820 in 
the last decade. 

Where are these new graduates going? Let us ex- 
amine some statistics about what the new Ph.D's do 
when they receive their degree. Three of every four 
new Ph.D's in chemistry who take jobs go outside 
education to work. Three of every five doctors in Phy- 
sics and the other physical sciences take the same path. 
In all fields, one in every three new Ph.D's by-passes 
teaching for another career. 

Thjs problem is well illustrated by the situation on 
the campus of Lehigh University. The university's pres- 
ident, Dr. Martin Whitaker explains the matter 
thus : "We face a grave situation. Too small a fraction 
of our best people go into graduate studies. And too 
few of those who do enter teaching. 

Here are some revealing figures supplied to thc_ 
public by Dr. Whitaker : 

In the last five years, twenty-four students at Le- 
high received their Ph.D in chemistry; four arc now 
teaching. Eighteen got their Ph.D. in physics, and four 



entered teaching. Of nineteen metallurgy majors with 
Ph.D's only two became teachers. 

"This means", said Dr. Ray C. Maul, author of the 
study and N.E.A. assistant research director, "that col- 
leges take second-best when they recruit new teachers". 

What is even more surprising and disheartening to 
the college administrators, is the decrease in the number 
of full-time college faculty members with a master's 
degree. Four years ago 18 percent of the faculty mem- 
bers did not have a master's. This figure has now climb- 
ed to 23 percent. 

Each of the twenty-two fields studied showed a de- 
crease in the percentage of new teachers who started 
their careers with either a doctor's or a master's de- 
gree. Fifty-five per cent of the teachers of engineering 
began teaching in 1956-57 with less than a master's 
degree. 

The most important fact to remember in this connect- 
ion is that even on the basis of decreased training the 
colleges cannot get enough faculty members. Eighty- 
eight per cent of the institutions of higher learning 
in the United States and Canada note a serious short- 
age of qualified teachers. 

Where do the colleges get their teachers, if the 
graduate students turn to business and industry? 

One of out of seven new full-time college teachers, 
during the last two years, have come directly from high 
school teaching positions. Besides being poorly quali- 
fied to instruct college students, the men and women 
who leave the high schools to teach in the universities 
have created a difficult problem on the secondary school 
level. 

What is the answer to this crisis facing colleges 
and universities all across the continent? A major one, 
but by no mean's the sole solution, is money. A physics 
major can get almost twice- as much in industry or go- 
vernment as he can as an instructor in a college or a 
university. According to the figures revealed in the 
NEA report a student with a Ph.D from an engineering 
school is likely to get a job with an industrial concern 
at $8,000 a year. The same student will earn about 
$5,000 if he decides to go into teaching and takes a job 
as an instructor. 

More than money, however, is needed to make colle- 
ge teaching attractive. Dr. Whitaker of Lehigh said 
that the attitude of the general public would have to 
change. Parents tend to discourage their sons from 
going into teaching. 

"College teaching will have to be made more attrac- 
tive, both financially and through public recognition, 
if we are to meet our needs today." The Lehigh pre- 
sident said. "The shortage is bound to grow worse in 
the decade ahead unless something concrete is done".

Every incoming student to St. Andrews is required 
by tradition to choose a third or fourth year student to 
take care of him in the trials and rigours of initiation 
to university life. In the majority of cases, a very 
friendly relationship grows up between the senior man 
and his bejant, and so the shift from school to university 
is made less abrupt. 

Yesterday was the day when the senior student is 
officially thanked for whatever he did. Because the 
traditional mechanism for thanking- the senior student 
is a gift of a pound of raisins, the day is known as 
Raisin Monday. In return for the pound of raisins, the 
bejant gets a receipt written in Latin, some of them 
being beautiful works of art written on parchment 
— but this latter bit is purely optional. They all take 
the same form, however; stating that the senior man, 
who is honest, upright, a diligent scholar, and a host 
of other flowery phrases which paint him in a resound- 
ingly good light, acknowledges the receipt of a pound 
of raisins from his bejant who is a drunkard, libidinous, 
semi-moronic, and many other expressions that will not 
be found in any decent 1 English-Latin dictionary, and 
which arc not very flattering to the bejant. This must be 
carried around all day, and must be shown to any senior 
student who asks to see it. If there is a mistake in the 
Latin, and it is spotted, the unfortunate bejant must buy 
the person who spotted it a pint of beer. 

As well as this, Raisin Monday is the day when 
bejants arc officially welcomed into the university. As 
a mark of their fitness, they are required to know the 
first three verses of the "Gaudeamus". And senior stu- 
dent has the right to ask any bejant to sing the first 
three verses at any time during the day.

(Be- 
cause cold baths arc sanctioned by the warden of the 
residence on Raisin Monday, any bejant who had suffi- 
ciently aroused the ire of the seniors since the begin- 
ning of term is also given one. For example, there was 
the case of one bejant who drank more than his limit 
at the house party, and in his mad haste to reach the 
toilet, left a twenty-three yard trail of vomit down the 
middle of the corridor carpet. He "deserved it.) *~ 

During the day, every lecture room was visited by 
mobs of seniors armed with the traditional cry of : - 
"Up, bejants !" The bejants then had to stand up on 
their chairs in groups of eight and sing the "Gaudy". 
By thé time everyone had had a chance to demonstrate 
their knowledge, and all the receipts were examined by 
Latin students who hoped to gain a pint of beer, the 
lecture was delayed about twenty minutes. This was a -_e»- 
very welcome thing. 

Since bejants are easily recognized by v the way they 
wear their gowns, no bejant could get from one building 
to another without being challenged. It was impossible 
to walk anywhere in the vicinity of the university with- 
out hearing somebody singing. Unfortunately, because 
of the unaccustomed vocal activity, the quality of the 
singing decreased as the day progressed, and several 
bejants were reduced to monotones for which they were 
strongly criticized. However, even though most of the 
bejants might find it a wee bit difficult to talk today, «?- 
I feel pretty certain that they all know the. "Gaudy", 
and hence are fit to be accepted by the rest of the 
university population. ^

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"Éul why, IF there are serious 
people in America, desiring literature 
of America, literature accepting pres- 
ent conditions, rendering American 
life with sober fidelity — why, in 
heaven's name, is this book of New 
England eclogues given us under a 
foreign imprint ?" 

Thus in 1914 Ezra Pound intro-* 
duced North of Boston, a small book 
of verse by an unknown poet named 
Robert Frost, to the American 
public. From the vantage ground of 
1957 it is unthinkable (except iii 
Canada) that such an "American" 
talent as Frost's would have to be 
exported before it found encourage- 
ment and. recognition at home. But 
in the years since 1914 contemporary 
poetry has attained maturity in the 
United States. Wallace Stevens, Ma- 
rianne Moôre, John* Crowe Ransom, 
E. E. Cummings, Hart 1 Crane, to name 
a few, have battled the language on 
this continent and won a literature. 
Paradoxically, • Robert Frost has 
stood apart from, and perhaps a 
little above, the literary strife and 
turmoil attendant upon the revolu- 
tion of the word and experimenta- 
tion with metric. Not for him the

retreat into the esoteric in an en- 
deavor to express and explain a 
Sputnik world. Frost has remained 
bucolically steadfast : 
"/ refuse to adapt myself a mite 
To any change from hot to cold, 
From wet 

To dry, from poor to rich, or back 
again." 

But he has become a classic in his 
own lifetime. This has not come 
about - simply because he has put 
rural New Hampshire on the poetic 
map, but because his - particular 
blend of New England individualism 
and Stoic renunciation, cured through 
a keen poetic eye, has produced a 
universal poetry. This poetry is filled 
with observations : 

"Here loveless birds now flock as 
winter friends" 

The shattered waters makes a 

misty din 
Great waves looked over others 

coming in, 
But thought of doing something to 
the shore." -• 
But, more important, it is filled 
with real people. They are not all

dressed up' with nowhere to go; 
they are in their old clothes and al- 
ready there, working mostly, perhaps ' 
philosophising, or just simply living. 
They are never, like so many of 
Wordsworth's folk,- merely in a state 
of being. They, expect adversity 
("small potatoes and few in a hill") 
yet there is simple life fulfillment in 
mending a wall ("Good fences make 
good neighbours") or in swinging 
on birches : 

"Earth's the right place for love : 

I don't know where it's likely to- 
ga better, 

I'd like to go by climbing a birch 
tree, 

And climb black branches up a 

snow while trunk . . 
Toward heaven, till the tree could 

bear no more. 
But dipped ils top and set me 

down again. 
That would be good both going 

and coming back. 
One could do worse than be a 
swinger of birches. 
Frost's poetry then, is a "Book of 
People", not merely a translation of 
backgrounds. Part of its . greatness 
lies in Frost's mastery of natural 
speech and speech rhythms. That is 
why there is always inherent in his 
poems the conviction that the words 
were actually spoken. This lends to 
his verse an air of truthfulness, a 
sense of actual things that have not 
been changed, whether it be about 
chicken carrying : 

"Were not allowed to take them 

upside down, 
Two at a time's the rate, one on 

each arm . . . 
We fence our flowers in, and the 
hens rage," 
or about a man and woman in sor- 
row. The man speaks : 
"Don't carry it to someone else 
this lime, 
Tell me abbut il if its something 
human. 

Let me into your grief. Vain not 
• so much 

Unlike other folks as your 

standing . there 
Apart would make out." 

It is difficult to draw a dividing 
line between the life the poet has 
expressed in verse and the verse he 
has lived; but then Robert Frost has 
never drawn much of a distinction 
between life and poetry : 

"Life sways perilously at the con- 
fluence of opposing forces. Poetry in 
general plays perilously in the same 
wild place. In particular, it plays peril- 
ously between truth and make believe. 
It might be extravagant poetry to call 
it true make believe — or make-believe 
what is so.
